Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FB] Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless specifically requested, a standard search does not 
include a search for reference entity records, administrative records of previous FOIPA requests, or civil litigation files.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service.

These agreements: affected approximately $400, 000, 000 belonging to 
American investors in Poland and ‘that the Polish Government had been 
recognized by this Country on the assumption that it had complied with the 
provisions of the Yalta, Conference,. and would respect existing trade 
agreements .

We joined the ECITO a few months ago and are defending our interests there, 
namely, 1) the return of our’ rolling stock, 2) allotment of a new railroad as well 
as aid in restoring communications, 3) reestablish the Warsaw-Paris railroad, eto. 


We received an executive position in the ECITO and I served as president 
for several months. There were many difficult problems to deal with concerning 
internationalizing European rivers. U.K. and U.S.A. are endeavoring to establish 
ECITO control agencies over the Rhine, Oder, Danube, eto. This is contradictory 
to our interests as well as those of U.S.S.R. 


In regard to the ECO, I am enclosing correspondence which explains the 
position of this organization. Poland entered this organization with the following 
stipulations: 1) the intangibility of previous bilateral agreements, 2) the right 
to-make new agreements, 3) privilege of placing certain prices on coal from various 
ports depending on the situation, 4) office of vice president of ECO. These matters 
were discussed by Minister\Binc with the present ECO president, Mr Gridley in 
Warsaw, I have recently been ordered to begin discussions with ECO to obtain de- 
tailed information for the admission of Poland into the organization, 


There is also enclosed EECE information indicating its structure and 
activities since Poland is not yet a member of this organization. 


: Russia belongs to none of the above mentioned organizations. Yugoslavia 
, and Czechoslovakia joined them taking the role of observers. 


I em always notified by. the ECCE secreteriat of meetings and I send various 
material concerning the organization to Warsaw. . 


For a long time, Yugoslavia was merely an observer in the EECE, At the 
present however, it has not only become a member of the organization, but has 
abandoned the role of observer entirely. I am opposed to this procedure. 


In regard to Polish-British financial and commercial relations, it should 
be noted that there is definite pressure on English firms to establish relations 
with Poland, especially where they had already existed before the war. At present, 
certain compensation transactions could be carried out. Hawever,. normal commercial 
‘relations camot be restored ‘until negotiations by Presi dentXDroznial are completed, 
In any event, we cannot accept the terms presented by Great Britain asking the pay- 
ment of half of our debt in golds 


; At this time, the Bank of England established official relations with the 
National Bank of,.Poland; the next step being, the gold rate of exchange. But this 
matter must be settled by the International Monetary ‘Fund Forum. The gold ‘rate of 
exchange may be fixed by us provisionally, the decision to. be made according to the 
U.S. Treasury adjustment in this matter, The Polish Delegation will discuss these 
matters with. you at a conference 8/3/46, ii

Dr. LZON BARANSKI, Washington, D.C. is one of the twelve Executive 
Directors of the International Bank who was voted to this post by Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and Finland. In 1931 BARANSKI was DOMANIEWSKI‘S 
superior in Poland at the time DOMANIEWSKI joined the Polish Ministry of 
Finance. At that time BARANSKI held the postion of Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, which was similar to the post subsequently held by 


DOMANTSASKT. 


DOMANTENSKI considers BARANSKT a brilliant man in matters of finance, 
havins nad thirty years' experience in this field. BARANSKI decided to 
collaborate with the new -olish regime and was instrumental in handing 
over about eizhty million dollars in gold abroad to the present Polish 
regime. DOMANTEWSKI believes that 1t was this ‘action that resulted in 
BARANSKI'S obtaining his present position. BARANSKI in his present. position 
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represents officially the Delegates of the Easterr Buropearn countries in 
the International Bank. DOMANIEWSKI believes BARANSXI sincerely feeis 
that the Polish financial affairs cannot proceed without nin. DO2ANT SASK > 
believes that BARANSKI is anti-Communist rather than Comnunisticaliy in- 
clined and that he hold his present position beceuse of his outs tands ng 
ability in financial matters. 


JOZEF RUCINSKI 


This individual at one time was chief loan officer in the Interna- 
tional Bank and in 1947 held the position of Chief of the European Section 
of the International Bank. -DOMANIEWSXI does not xnow whether RUCINSKT still 
holds this latter position or whether he has a new position as he has not 
heard about RUGINSKI since 1947. RUCDTNSKI was one of the ablest young men 
in Polish financial circles having been educated in both London and Geneva. 
He would be at the present time about forty-two years of age. He can speac 
French and English fluently and speaks good German and Russian. 


In 1939 RUCINSKI was appointed Financial Counsellor to the Polish 
Enbassy in London and was suggested for that position by DOMANTSWSKTI. 

-RUCINSKI served in the London regime and in 1945 he married the sister of 
JANUSZ ZOLTOWSKI, previously described in this letter and who introduced - 


RUGINSKE to ZOLTOWSKI'S contacts including Dr. RAJCHMAN. 


In 1945 RUCINSKI became associated with the American Telegraph 
and Telephone Company in New York City in one of the international sections 
of the firm. DOMANIEWSKI believed that ZOLTOWSKI and LUDYIX RAJCHMAN 
persuaded the present Polish regime to give RUCINS<T his appointment to 
the Intemational Bank although he was allegedly proposed by the French, 


DOMANIEWSKI does not consider RUCINSKI a politician but rather 
a brilliant civilian servant. RUCINSKI in his position with the Inter- 
national Bank as Chief of the European Section does much traveling 
throughout Europe and also did much traveling throughout’ Europe in the 
position he held under the London Polish regime, 


RUcTshT personally told DOMANIEWSKT that he disapproved of the 
activities of ZOLTOWSKI. Consequently, RUCINSKI is not believed by 
DOMANIEWSKI to be pro-Communist. RUCINSKI never actually expressed his: 
political ideas to DOMANIEWSKI but rather appeared to be more interested 
in his work with the International Bank. 
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JOZEF FAJANS 


= ; FAJANS is. Assistant. or Junior Loan Officer of the International 
Bank, Washington, D.C. He is presently about thirty-eight years of age. 
DOMANIEWSKI is still in occasional contact with this individual as he 
knew him and his father prior to World War II. JOZEF FAJANS was an 
officer in the Polish underground and was active in the Warsaw uprising 
in 1944 as a result of which he was put in a prisoner-of-war camp by the 
Germans but later escaped to Belgium. He was formerly a mezber of the 
Economic Section of the Polish International Bank in Warsaw where Dr. LEON 
BARANSKI was General Manager. BARANSKI in his position with the Interna- 
tional Bank had a personal privilege of appointing a private secretary in 
the Interriational Bank and in this capacity he appointed JOZEF FAJANS. 
After he held this position a year, BARANSKI transferred FAJANS to the 
Ioan Department of the International Bank and DOMANIEWSKI believes this was 
done without getting or asking the approval of the Folish Government. 


FAJANS is not a Communist, according to DOMANIEWSKI, but rather 
anti-Communist in his political views. However, FAJANS must be cautious 
in what he says and does and with whon he associates in view of the fact 
that his father, WACLAW-FAJANS, is presently Professor of Economics at 
Krakow University in Poland. His father was formerly Chairman of the 
Bankers Association in Warsat.. 


JOZEF FAJANS has applied for and received an Immigration visa 
ae according to DOMANIEWSKI is contemplating becoming a United States 
citizen. os 


FELIKS GUSTAW BOCHENSKI 


BOCHENSK was associated with the International Bank in 
Washington, D. C. and according to DOMANTEWSKT was loan officer handling 
the Syrian and Lebanon accounts. DOMANIEWSKI knows this individual only 
slightly, having originally met him in London during 1941 to 1943. At 
this time BOCHENSKI was in the Polish Information Ministry. BOCHENSKI 
returned to Poland after the war but later cane to the United States as 
a junior employee of the International Bank. DOMANIEWSKI met BOCHENSKI 
in the United States through JOZEF FAJANS. He does not know BOCHENSKI'S 
political feelings; but believes he is a Polish citizen and at the present 

ould be about forty years of age. DOMANIENSKI further believes

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POLISH CONSULATS, 
hkew Yor« City. 


Officials and employees presently attached to the Polish Con-. 
sulate, New York City, are ali unknown to DOMANIEWSKI, 


GDYNIA-A.ASHICA LINE 


DOMANIEWSKI furnished information concerning ROMAN KUTYLOWSKI, 
President of the Gdynia-America Lines, New York City, and JERZY (GEORGE) 
SZCZSRBINSKI. 


ROMAN KUTYLOWSKT 


KUTYLOWSKI was born in the Ukraine of very wealthy Polish parents, 
He has first-class aristocratic connections. He came to Poland in 1919 
from the Ukraine and joined the Polish Inmigration Office. DOMANIEWSKI 
met KUTYLOWSKI when the latter was Deputy General of the Polish Immigra- 
tion Office handling the repatriation of Polish Nationals who had left Poland 
during World War I and who were repatriated after World War I. This was 
in approximately 1920. 

I 


A few ygars thereafter KUTYLOVSKI became associated with the Gdynia- 
America Line in abd and in the middle 1930's he came to the United States 
as a representative of the G.A.L. after this line had established a branch 

in New York City. . 


DOMANIEWSKI had some contact with KUTYLOWSKI between March 1943 
and July 1945 in connection with making arrangements for shipping supplies 
for the former Polish Government, 


As far as DOMANIEWSKI knows, KUTYLOWSKI never expressed any ideas 
with regard to his political views, but has been able to make contacts - 
with each regime that has been in power in Poland, In July 1945 when the 
present Polish Government came into power, KUTYLOWSKI considered resigning 
his position with the G.A.L, and remaining in the United States as an 
immigrant. DOMANIEWSKI at this time advised KUTYLOWSKI not to quit until 
he san what happened to the new regime. DOMANIEWSKI does not consider 
KUTYLOWSKT a Communist, 


The last time DONANISWSKI saw KUTYLOWSKT occurred in a restaurant 
in New Yors City in 1946 at which time KUTYLOWSKI was in the company of 
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JAN ZOLTCUSKI, Polish Financial Counsellor. After this incident he never 
paw KUTYLOWSKI again and prior to this occasion he occasionally had lunch 
with him. He believes that ZOLTOWSKI told KUTYLOWSKT to avoid him 
(DOMANIEVSKI) as DOMANIEWSKI had refused to greet ZOLTOWSKI on: this 
occasion and, in fact, ignored him. He feels that KUTYLOWSKI, if he still 
retains the feelings that he had in July 1945 with regard to the present 
Polish Government, should have left his present position with Q.A.L. when 


G.A.L. set up its radio program in Newark which is, according to DOMANIEWSKT, 


purely Polish propaganda. The fact that KUTYLOWSKI did not resign after 
G.AL. engaged in this activity makes DOMANIEWSKI skeptical of KUTYLOWKTI'S 
present political feelings. 


In DOMANIEWSKI'S contacts with KUTYLOVSKI he was led to believe 
that KUTYLOWSKI was not Communistically inclined, particularly in view of 
his aristocratic /background. He considers KUTYLOWSKI an opportunist and 
he has heard that KUTYLOWSKI has gone so far as to read Marxist literature 
in order to understand his present superiors in Poland. He never met 
KUTYLOWSKI'S wife and believes that they are separated, It is his belief 
that Mrs. KUTYLOWSKI and their son and daughter reside in Poland. 


JERZY (GEORGE) SZCZERBINSKL 


‘ This individual was Chief Purser prior to World War II and 

DONANIEWSKE knows him socially, SZCZERBINSKI lives at’ Sea Cliff, Long 
Island, in a house which is the property of the exiled Pole, STANISLAW 
STRZETELSKI, a strong anti-Communist. SZCZERBINSKLI is definitely anti- 
Communist and a reliable individual. He recently married the widow of 
Colonel MATUSZEWSKI, Polish Minister of Finance under the Pilsudski 
rerime in Poland. 


POLISH-AMSRICAN SUPPLY COMPANY 
( POLASCO) 


DOMANIEWSKI was offered the position of General Manager of 
POLASCU in, the summer or fall of 1946 by EDWARD TWACZKIEWICZ, who 
later became Undersecretary of the Polish Ministry of Food Supply in 
Warsaw, Poland, and who presently is in Warsaw. He has heard rumors 
that ITWAGZXISWICZ may be in jail in Warsaw. IWACZKIEWICZ is not a 
Comnunist and had been previously connected with UNRRA. IWACZKIEWICZ — 
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became associated with the present Yo.is: regime because 215 family was 
in Poland and he sincerely thought thet the new regime cours 2aeip et Snoc 
for the Polish people. 


JERZY JACZEWSKI 


DOMANIEWSKI does not know this individual cersonaily but %=s 
heard that he isjan engineer by profession anc among Poles who sre not is 
favor of the pedent regime he has neard rumors thas JACZENSKI ulso uses 
not favor thé present Polish regime anc is considerer “a sted Prac’, 


ROY PUBLISHERS 


: DOMANIEWSKI knows MARIAN KISTER of ROY PUBLISHERS who prier to 
coming to the United States operated tne publishing company in Folanc 
prior to the war knorm as ROJ PUBLISHERS in Warsaw. KISTER and one 
MELCHIOR WANKOWICZ were partners in the ROJ PUBLISHERS in Warsaw, 
DOHANIZWSKI believes: that WANKO#ICZ is presently in the United States 
and probably residing on a chicken farm near Lakewood, New Jersey, with 
his daughter and son-in-law whose name he cannot recall; WANKOWICZ was 
a well-knowm writer and his daughter married a Pole who was previously 
with the Polish Army in London and also was connected with the rolish 
London Government. KISTER presently operetes ROY PUBLISHERS in New York 
City. S ' 


DOMANIEWSKI considers KISTER to oe a shrewd business man. He 
has met KISTER occasionally at public affairs in New York, He believes 
KISTER has returned to Poland a few times since the war and for this 
reason he feels KISTER must have good contacts somewhere in Poland. As 
a reason for this belief, DOMANIEWSKTI stated that KISTER was: able to 
take out of Poland some printing mats of old books whica he was able 
to print in England while the Polish Army was still there in order to 
make some money. a 


e 


KISTER never indicated his politics to him and DOMANIEWSKI 
does not know of KISTER'S political feeling as he has not had sufficient 
contact with him. 


MISCELLANEOUS 
ALEXANDRE SACCARD 


DOMANIEWSKI stated that before becoming associated in his 
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\ 
present position with ROEHR PRODUCTS COMPANY he was employed as Assistant 
Manager and Purchasing Agent for the ACEC COMPANY, 1 East 53d Street, 
New York City, in! the period June 1946 to June 1948. Mr. ALEXANDRE 
SACCARD was sole owner and manager of the ACEC COMPANY in New York City 
which was virtually owmed by the ACEC Company in Belgium. During the two- 
year period that DOMANIEMWSKI was associated with ACEC COMPANY in New York 
City, this concern purchased about two million dollars in various items, 
primarily the following: ; 


Street cars and parts for Belgiun;~ 

Electric Motors for street cars, ball bearings; 

Silicon steel sheets; 

Chemicals for the production of electric light bulbs, 
electric switches and appliances and similar items 
all necessary for the reconstruction of a city and 


industry. 
All supplies were sent to the ACEC COMPANY in Belgium, In addition to the 


above activities, there was an export section in SACCARD!S office which 
handled exports to Brazil, Casablanca, Cairo and Shanghai. The exports 
consisted primarily of light electric motors, flashlights, small electrical 
appliances, which were shipped only to affiliated companies of ACEC who 


in turn sold the appliances in their respective local markets. 


SAGCARD'S office was in contact with the following American concerns: 


Westinghouse Electric Company 


DOMANIEWSKI personally arranged for purchases from this concern 
with a Mr. GARBARINO of the International Westinghouse Electric Company 
branch. DONANIEWSKI purchased air brakes and obtained licenses from 
Westinghouse for various electronic devices in order to manufacture them 
in Burope. The procedure was to obtain a sample apparatus after receiving 
a license’ manufacture the particular device and ship the complete sample 
and necessary parts to the ACEC parent company in Belgium where they would 
be assembled and sold in Europe. 


It was DOMANIEWSKI'S opinion that SACCARD himself contacted the 
officiels of the International Buropean Section of Westinghouse to 
facilitate the obtaining of these licenses. DOMANIEWSKI believes that 
SACCARD hired him because he had a broad background in hancling people 
and was ‘able to speak French which was important, particularly in dealing 
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wth the ACTC parent company in Pelguin. 


DINIE"E“T IS contacts with “estinghouse were made at the offices. 
at “all Straet, New Yorr “ity, and also at the Expire State Building on 
34th Street and Fifth Avenue. TOMANTKEE*T contacted Mr. JOM! CAN’ TTA of 
the “eettnrhouse tompany, Air Brake Yivinion, Erpire "tate Sulld’ne, in 
the purchase of shoes for air brakes a::¢ parts there %or to be used on 
trolley cars and ra! lways.

DOMANTENSKI purchased for the ACEC Company Silicon st. shoots 
to be used for tho outer frave of al1 electrical apliances to be used as 
insulatine covers. 


It was his recollection that SA'CAFE himself spent °690,000 for 
the purchase of trolley cars and went to Michigan, -to a concern he could not 
recall, to complete the sale. The sale included three fully-equipped trolley 
cars anc parts therefor. 


All purchases made by the ACFC Company in Now York City vere 
for the beneNt of the ACEC Company's parent company in Pelgium oxcept for 
ten ver cent of tho purchases made which were exported to ACEC affiliated 
concerns in Brazil, Casablanea,’ Cairo and Shanghai. No shipments were ever 
rade, to CONAN FESVT'S knowledge, to “ussia, Poland, or other satellite countries. 


ATEVANTEF SACCARD was in effect merely a purchasing agent for 
the A°FC concern in Relgium which he represented in the United States 
until 1948 at which time SACARN organized a section for the sale of 
A°TC vranufactured jrotors in the United States and Central \rerican countries. 
Teese motors werejof a‘l sizes and types. An individual nared “PRY, rst 
nare unknown, set up this new section in SA’ CATT'S office with the authority 
acd sanction-of t*e ACSC parent concern in Sel¢ium. 
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a It was DONANIEWSKI'S understanding that SACCARD was the ASEG 
representative in Poland for about six years prior to 1939 and SACCARD 
had Polish connections and has hired Poles in his office at 1 East 53d 
Street. : 


DOMANIEWSKI considers SACCARD a self-made man. SACCARD was born 
of a poor family and suffered because of this as a youth and consequently 
he ig in sympathy with any ideas which assist the poor people. SACCARD is 
of Russian origin and apparently was born and educated in Russia and Turkey 
and later in Belgium. DOMANIEVWSKI does not consider SACCARD to be a 
Communist; however, he could not specifically recall SACCARD'S speaking 
against Russia or the present Polish regime. He feels that SACCARD would 
not state his position in view of the fact that his wife (HANKA SACCARD) 
ia employed in the Polish Secretariat to the United Nations. He did not 
know Mrs. SACCARD, but he has heard rumors that she is a Commnist. He 
does not know who told him this but she is so regarded by the voluntary ; 
Polish exiles in the United States. | 


Bat sf omen 


DOMANIEWSKI. stated that he has met SACCARD'S daughter, whose 
name he could not recall, and it was his opinion from what she said that 
she was anti-Communist because she expressed herself as being against 
tho Jomnunists; He heard that Mrs. SACCARD made her daughter break off 
relations with the -reactionaries who were anti-Communist, Mr, and Mrs. 
SACCATD ure not on good terms, .but DOMANIEVSKI does not know whether or 
not they are presently separated, He has only met SACCARD on tio 
occasions since he left his position with SACCARD'S office in 1948. 


Axchange Corporation, which occupies the same offices as the ACEC 
Company at 1 East! 53d Street, Nev York City, was originally SACCARD'S 
own business in the United States of which SACCARD was the sole owner, 
the other officers being merely dummies in this concern, This concern 
was 3¢t up bofore DOMANIEWSKI became associated with SACCARD'S office. 
This concern handled export transactions to the Middle East of clothing 
and other items and in addition also purchased items in its om name 
for resale, particularly for ACEC. However, yhen this situation came 
to the attention of the ACEC authorities in Belgiun, SACCARD was 
directed to cease such operations and to arrange to have the Technical 
Sxchange Corporation set up in different offices than ACEC to handle ~ 
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SACCARD'S own personal business not connected with ACEC. As a result of 
this admonition, the activities of the Technical Exchange Corporation 
gradually shrunk and the concern was cnly kept active through making a 
small profit on isolated transactions fron tine to time. 


In the spring of 1948 SACCARD became associated with = cancerr. 
known as the Riverdale Commercial or Technical Exchange and he believes 
that this move was made in answer to the request of the ACEC authorities 
for the Technical Exchange Corporation ta maintain sepsrate offices. 

It is DOMAN IGWSKI'S opinion that a liiss SWATY, an employee of SACCA.DIS 
office, handles transactions of this concern for SACCARD. 


DOMANIEWSXI identified the following individuals as employees 
of the ACEC Company, 1 East 53d Street, working under ALEXANDRE SACCARD: 


WLODZTERMZ BACZYNSKTI, 
46 East 76th Street, 


New York City. 


BACZYNSKT is a bookkeeper, is about fifty-seven years of age, 
“was a Polish citizen but a permanent resident of the United States since 
_about 1940 and may now be a United States citizen. He is absolutely 
anti-Communist and against the present Polish regime. He formerly held 
the position as upervisor in a commercial organization know as DAL, 
New York City. j|This Goncern prior to World War II imported Polish hams 
and other Polish articles, DAL was a concern owned by the Polish Govern- 
ment along with various Polish Chambers of Gommerce and. various private 
Polish manufacturers of bacon and timed hams. When the present regine 
took over DAL in 1947, BACZYNSKI simply refused to have anything to do 
with this regime and resigned. DOMANIEWSKI considers BACZYNSKI to be 
a reliable individual who speaks good French, gets along with SACCARD 
but merely on an employer-employee relationship. He does not know 
whethex BACZYNSKI associates with SACCARD socially. 


DAMIAN WANDYCZ 
WANDYCZ is about fifty-six years of age. He resides at 66-20 


Wetherole Street, Rego Park, Queens, New York. WANDYC2'S wife, whose 
first name DOMANIEWSKTI cannot recall, wag previously married to one 
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WAYDA, deceased. DOMANIEWSKI knows WANDYCZ well and claimed that he and 
his wife are both anti-Communist. Mrs. WANDYCZ came to the United States 
from London as secretary of a metal export company operated by WITOLD 
KROWSNOWSKLI who has an office at 30 or 50 Church Street but is generally 
in his (KROWSNOWSKI'S) office in Paris, France. Both Mr. and urs. WANDYCZ 
are against the present Polish regime. 


DAMIAN WANDYCZ'S duties in SACCARD'S office were to promote the 
sale of electric motors in the United States which were manufactured by 
the ACEC Company in Belgium. WANDYCZ is an engineer by occupation and had 
previously been a research engineer in the oil field and was formerly an 
official in the Polish oil cartel. He was also formerly affiliatedwith 
the Polish Government in Exile in London during the war in various 
capacities and came to the United States in 1944 as a representative of 
the Polish Ministry of Commerce and Industry. . 


; The siete were the only two Polish employees in SACCARD'S office 
during the tine that DOMANIEWSKI was there, Other employees were as 
follons: 


LUCIANNE WEBER 


This person was secretary to SACCARD. DOMAN IEWSKI understands 
that she is no longer connected with SACCARD!S office. She was educated 
in Switzerland or in France and could speak French, which was, probably 
the reason SACCARD hired her. She is a United States citizen and never 
discussed politics. Slie appeared to DOMANIEWSKI to be a straightforward, 
nice American woman about forty-five to fifty years of age who was single. 


DOMANIEWSKI stated that an Argentinian who spoke Spanish was 
employed in SACCARD'S office on a part-time basis while he was soing to 
college. He handled the Spanish correspondence and ran errands, dub 
DOMANIEWSKI did not know much about him. 


SCHIFF 


This: person was a bookkeeper who came to the United States fron 
Palestine. DOMANIEWSKI understands that SCHIFF is no longer employed by 
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SACCARD'S office. He was supposed to have been comected with a German 
advertising and publishing firm knorm as RUDOLPH MOUSE, but he left 
Germany when HITLER became active. 


Ur, _~---~-- MURPHY 


This individual is a graduate electrical engineer, a United 
States citizen, about sixty years of age, who set up a department in 
SACCARD'S officejwhich handled: the sale of ACEC motors in the United States 
and Central anerfean countries. 


Mr, -----~- MARKS 


Mr. MARKS was of French origin and was assistant to MURPHY in 
setting up the new department to sell ACEC products in the United States 
and Central America. DOMANIEVWSKI believes he was an engineer by occupa- 
tion. ; 


Miss SWATY, who was still reportedly employed by SACCARD, is a 
native-born United States citizen of Czech origin. She had some back— 
ground in engineering. When anything requiring technical background 
developed, she was consulted by DOMANIEWSKI and other employees of the 
office. DOMANIENSKI does not know her political feelings. She has also 
assisted in purchasing items for the ACEO concern. 


DOMANIEWSKI advised that SACCARD'S office reduced its staff at 
the end of May or early June, 1948, at which time DOMANIEWSKI was let go 
as well as two secretaries. SACCARD!S office did no research work but 
was merely a purchasing concem and outlet for the ACEC parent company 
in Belgium and its affiliates. 


DOMANIEWSKI appeared to have a good memory concerning individuals 
who had been active in Polish politics under the old regime and some of 
whom becane associated with the present Polish regime. However, he has 
been out of contact with Polish politics ‘since 1945 and is not familiar 
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with the jaueualne presently commected with the Polish Government except 
those who were previously connected with the London regime. 


DOMANIEWSKI stated that he was. unfamiliar with Polish intelligence 
activities here and in Poland and consequently did. not know anyone connected 
with the UB or the Polish Military Intelligence. 


; DOMANIEWSKI: appears to be a sincere and straightforward—type 
individual, highly intelligent; however, because of the fact that he has 
‘been out of touch with Polish politics since 1945, it does not..appear that 
he can be developed into a confidential informant and at best Could be 
considered only a source of information with regard to individuals. who 
have been associated with Polish politics prior to 1945 except in those 

dividuals have continued to be associated with the 


instances where these in 
present Polish regime as has been set out in the foregoing letter. 
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Two photographs of WIESLAW DOMANIENSKI are peing forwarded to the 


Bureau with this letter. 


Information furnished by DOMANIEWSKI is being placed in the 
appropriate case files of those individuals and organizations mentioned
